Allen Became Famous in a Night. 


Many men in Washington have become 
famous in a single night, and Senator Allen, 
of Nebraska, is one of them. But these 
men generally awoke to find themselves 
famous, but Allen became famous before he 
even went to sleep. Before that time he 
was known only as one of a class, a popu- 
list senator, and he had no individuality 
whatever. He sat on the back row of the 
democratic side, took no part in the pro- 
ceedings of the senate and was regarded 
as a perfectly harmless member of the 
senatorial body. ca 

His biography in the congressional diree- 
tory gave promise of nothing phenomenal. 
He had been a quiet kind of a judge out In 
Nebraska, and he served as a volunteer 
soldier in the war. Out in his own state 
he was not especially prominent and _ his 
election to the senate was more of an ac- 
eident than anything else. But Allen is 
an unknown quantity no longer. He now 
holds the record for the longest continuous 
speech in the senate, and there have been 
some pretty long speeches in the past, too, 
For fifteen hours he talked, from sunset to 
sunrise, and not once did he show any symp- 
toms of fatigue. At the close his voice was 
apparently as fresh as when he started. 

There is no member of the senate who !{s 
better fitted by nature for a physical test 
than Senator Allen. He is a giant in 
stature and in strength. He would be a 
model for a center rush on a college foot- 
ball team. He is tall and he is stocky. 
His face is smooth, with a large jawbone, 
and a pair of flashing eyes that make him 
loak like an Indian after a visit to a hair- 
cutting establishment. The way in which 
he idresses makes him look even larger 
tham he really is. He never wears anything 
in the coat line but a sack, and into the 
sile pockets of this garment he thrusts 
his hands and keeps them there. He is a 
straightforward talker; he uses no flowers 
of speech, na rhetorical attempts. The 
next time he gets up to make a speech the 
biembers will look at their watches and 
figure up the time of their engagements for 
the next few days before they ean decide 
whethr they can remain to listen to him.

Methodist Ministers Have a Lively 
Debate Over Politics. 


PLEDGED 70 FIGHT LIQUOR, 


But the Line Was Drawn on the 
Word “Political.” 


SOME CLERGYMEN OBJECT 10 IT 


They Refuse to Be Mixed Upin a Plan to 
Help One Party at the Expense ~* 
of Another. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 17.—(Special.) 
The Methodist conference, which has been 
in session here since last Thursday, ad- 
journed sine die this afternoon after re- 
ceiving the new appointments for the ensu- 
ing year. 

The last day’s session was the liveliest of 
all. The introduction at the morning ses- 
sion of a resolution pledging the support of 
all delegates to any political party em- 
bracing the cause of temperance precipi- 
tated a discussion, which was at times de- 
cidedly heated. There was strenuous oppo- 
sition on the part of many of the delegates 
to the word political. Speakers in opposi- 
tion to the resolution said they were uot 
ready to pledge themselves to any political 
party under the sun and that they did uot 
believe in mixing church and state affairs. 

After a heated debate the objectionable 
word was eliminated from the resolutions, 
which were then passed. 

The report of the statistical] secretary 
showed that there are more thah 48,000 
members of the Methodist church within 
the limits of the conference. The meet- 
ings here have been very largely attended, 
and Bishop Duncan, at the close, expressed 
himself as being highly grateful at the re- 
sults of the conference. A majority of the 
delegates returned to thefr homes tonight.

VANCE TO HIS CONSTITUENTS. 


The Senator Says the Bankers Shipped Gold 
Away to Makea Panic. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 17.—(Special.)— 
Senator Vance spoke an hour at the state 
fair today to about 1,000 people. He urged 
the farmers to organize and declared that 
he was pleased to know that, as a cluss, 
they had determined that they have other 
duties besides earning their daily bread. 
He declared that the very minute they be- 
came a political party they would lose their 
identity as farmers and lose also their in- 
fluence. He then said so long as they act 
as farmers all the political parties wilil 
court them, but when they become a politi- 
cal party, the other parties will fight them. 
Then they wiil lose the regard of all the 
good men in the other parties. He urged 
the farmers to make no new political al- 
liances, but to throw their whole might in 
favor of any minor party which agrees 
with them as the best means to the best 
measure. 

The senator spoke half an hour on the 
silver question and said a compromise bill 
would soon pass, probably, the Harris bill. 
He declared that the bankers when hurt 
made the greatest noise, while the farmers 
suffer in silence. He characterized the 
late panic as fraudulent and said the bank- 
ers had shipped the gold out of the country 
at.a loss, for a double purpose—to procure 
the defeat of the Sherman bill and to lower 
the prices of stocks. 


THE MONETARY SITUATION,

situation continues to improve. Currency 
in large amounts has reached the banks 
from outside points during the past three 
days, mainly from Chicago, and fully $2,- 
000,000 jn currency has been received since 
last Friday.

The combination baggage 
and sleeper which followed was thrown 
from the track, but the other cars were not 
derailed. The injured were removed to a 
hospital. , 

The victimes -of-thes-wett?k who were 
brought here and placed im hospitals or ho- 
tels are all doing well and there are no 
unfavorab.e reports from those who were 
taken to their own homes. Quite a num- 
ber of the injured are St. Louisans, but 
none of them are very seriously hurt.

FOUNDERED AT SEA. 


The French Steamship Marseilles Wrecked 
in a Gale. 


New Orleans, October 17.—The British 
steamship Merrimac, from Cardiff, arrived 
this morning. She reports that on October 
14th, at 7 o'clock in the morning, she passed 
the British steamship Palmas, from Tene- 
riff, for New Orleans. She signalled that 
she had on board the rescued crew and puas- 
sengers of the I*rench steamship Marseilles, 
which had foundered at sea. The Marseilles 
Was a regular visitor to this port and was 
on her way, from Havre, via Antwerp and 
Bordeaux, with a valuable cargo of mer- 
chandise and wines, and with a crew of 
fifty men and a number of passengers.

Paris, October 17.—Admiral Avelan, 
commander of the Russian squadron, and 
fifty officers of the fleet accompanying him, 
arrived at 9:17 o'clock this morning.

MARSHAL M’MAHON DEAD. 


The Great Soldier of France Dies Peacefully 
at His Home. 

Paris, October 17.—Marshal McMahon 
died at 10 o’clock this morning, at Chateau 
LaF oret, on the Loire. Marshal McMahon 
was able to partake of food until yesterday. 
During the night the sufferer’s strength 
gradually declined and he grew weaker and 
weaker until the end came peacefully at 
the hour mentioned. The family of the 
deceased soldier was present at his death.

Burrows Wants tho Hell Hounds Called Off 
and Colone: Oates Keplies. 

Washington, October 17.—In the house 
the bill removing necessity for affirmative 
proof of loyalty of pensioners of wars pre- 
vious to the civil war was called up. 

Mr. Burrows claimed the bill would re- 
peal the section barring from pensions all 
who had engaged in the rebellion. Colonel 
Vates denied this. 

It only affected a small number of the eur- 
Vivors of the Mexican aud Indian wars 
and had been recommended by ex-Commis- 
sioner Raum and ex-Secretary Noble. The 
West umportant feature of the biil, however, 
Was the clause permitting these survivors 
to secure the bounty they nad earned. The 
bili aroused some of the old war spirit. 

Mr. burrows, of Michigan, got tue floor 
and opposed the one-armed ex-confederate 
ceaenen, Colonel Oates, who championed the 

ill. 

He maintained it was an attempt to wipe 
out the statute denying pensions to those 
engaged in the rebellion. 

“Cuil the hell hounds off the track of 
union soldiers,” he said vehemently, “before 
you restore men who were false to the un- 
ton to the pension rolls.”  (Applause.) 
Continuing he called attention to tue pecu- 
liar language of the report, which used 
such phrases as: ‘So-called rebellion,” 
“war between the states.” He resented 
such statements. There had never been 
a war between the states except those who 
believed in state’s rights. He protested, but 
nevertheless, he expected that these stat- 
utes would be wiped out; that the majority 
would reassert the doctrine of state’s rights; 
confederates would be restored to and un- 
ion soldiers stricken from the pension rolls. 
(Republican applause. ) 

While Mr, Burrows was talking the mem- 
bers crowded to the area in front of the 
speaker’s chair, conspicuous among them 
being General Dan Sickles on crutches and 
General Joe Wheeler, the ex-confederate 
cavulry leader.

SCORED ONE DEATH. 


The People of Branswick Will Not 
Starve Anyway. 


FOOD 8 REACHING THE CITY 


Y-iiow Fever Lays Hold of Thirty-One 
More Unfortunates, and the W eath- 
er Is Unfavorable—One Deatb. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
For the first time since the fever was an- 
nounced in Brunswick, the people are pre- 
pared to check the course of famine. With 
the supplies on hand, daily arriving, and in 
course of preparation for shipment in va- 
tious places, where funds have been sub- 
scribed, together with such amounts as can 
be safely looked for to arrive from time to 
time, it seems very probable that the poor 
can be properly fed. While an enormuus 
amount of provisions is being daily con- 
sumed, it is thought from the reports pub- 
lished in Atlanta, Macon, Savannah, Au- 
gusta, Columbus and numerous other small- 
er, but very generous places, that the bur- 
den of the people’s suffering will be re- 
lieved. It is evident that the public at 
large only required a proper knowledge of 
the facts actually existing to cause them 
to send supplies to Brunswick, and the 
spontaneous appeals of the ministers and 
officials, through The Constitution, with the 
strong editorials accompanying them, have 
brought succor here in such measure as to 
relieve the officials’ minds and allow them 
the time and pr@ilege to care for and attend 
the sick. 

Joining in with The Constitution, and in 
appeals sent forth on previous dates, the 
press of the entire state and over the south 
and north, edited by both sexes and colors, 
has contributed to the relief fund. While 
it is hard to reach all and respond to their 
noble work, the people of Brunswick desire 
it known that their acts are appreciated. 

The New York World, while not preparing 
a special relief fund, wired its correspond- 
dent here Sunday nignt to provide it with 
an estimate of the supplies needed. This 
action indicates that The World has supplies 
on hand for Brunsv ick, which will be grate- 
fully received. 

Fire ir. a Refugee’s Home. 

Fire tonight partially destroyed the home 
and furniture of Mrs. Mollie Dollbird, a 
refugee, row in Jacksonville. The loss is 
about $400. Chief Saunders and his men 
reached the scene early, saving some of 
tue property and protecting adjoining build- 
ings.

The Worst of Fever Is Nearly Over, They 
Hope, but It May Be Vain. 

Brunswick, Ga., October 17.—Thirty-one 
new: cases of yellow fever were reported 
today. The whites are: H. Silverstein, 
Millie Silverstein, Mrs. J. M. Raphena, 
Willie Skipper, Helman Grundy, John K. 
Nightengale, and twenty-five colored. 

There was one death—James Wright, 
colored. 

The cold weather continues, supplemented 
with a strong northeast gale, that has been 
blowing steadily since morning. The out- 
look for the sick is not cheering. Extreme 
caution in treatment and nursing is the only 
hope for many. 

Superintendent O. V. Barkuloo succeeded 
this morning in supplying all the nurses 
needed, and it is probable that arrange- 
ments can be made to keep a good supply 
ready for duty. The people are gradually 
beginning to believe that after a few days 
more the number of new cases will rapidly 
diminish. Surgeon Murray is taking ex- 
tra precautions to prevent the introduction 
of yellow fever among the crews of the 
vessels now in port. ‘The sailors are kept 
under guard, and are not allowed to come 
ashore. 

Relief is coming in nicely, and with the 
burden of the threatened starvation off 
their minds, the people are in better condi- 
tion to handle the patients and check the 
fever’s effect. Six cars of provisions from 
New York city came in today.

All parties 
applying to the mayor for assistance have 
been put to work upon the streets and 
drains and cousequently the city is now in 
better sanitary condition than probably it 
ever has been in the whole course of its 
history, and is fully prepared to withstand 
any further spread of the disease.

The parties upon being 
visited by the mayor, confessed having 
made the application and an investigation 
showed that so far from being in want, 
they have funds at their disposal, thus 
showing mischievous intention. At a regu- 
lar council meeting yesterday afternoon 
Mr. W. T. Wilkins was appointed com- 
missary steward, much to the relief of 
Surgeon Lincoln, who found it too arduous 
combined with other duties.

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ROSE CULTUKE IN AMERICA. 


Wonderful Growth of the Industry in a New 
Jersey Town. 


Madison, N. J., October 15.—More roses 
are grown In this pretty New Jersey village 
than anywehere else in the United States. 
ihe rose industry of Madison now ranks 
with any of the regularly established busi- 
nesses of the country. 

It is now about twenty years since Judge 
Francis S. Lathrop, William Bryce and Eb. 
V. Houghwout, three of tbe wealthiest 
residents of this place, conceived the proj- 
ect of raising roses for the New York mar- 
ket. They had only a few greenhouses, 
comprising in all about 10,000 square feet 
of glass. They found the investment prof- 
itable, and continued trom time to time to 
increase their area. A few years later T. 
J. Slaughter, who bought the property of 
Mr. Houghwout, known as “Dellwood,” 
began to develop his interests considerably. 
At the present time he probably has not 
less than 950,000 square feet of glass de- 
voted to this culture. L. M. Noe, who has 
a fine property on Noe avenue, has, like- 
wise, some 50,000 feet, and these two to- 
gether are the largest growers in this sec- 
tion of the state. 

The handsome profits made by these men 
quickly caused others to embark in the 
business, till at the present time there are 
some forty firms engaged in this vicinity 
in raising flowers for the New York mar- 
ket. It has been stated on good authority 
that the houses of Mr. Slaughter net the 
handsome return of $10,000 a year. There 
are not less than 175 greenhouses standing 
today, comprising about 400,000 square feet 
of glass, with some twenty-five in course of 
erection, adding 75,000 square feet more to 
be placed to the credit of the phenomena! 
growth. Add to this that the raising of 
roses gives employment to at least 200 
hands, and means an investment of $25),- 
QOO and a consumption of 6.000 tons of 
coal, one begins to understand somewhat 
the latter growth in this city of this indus- 
try. 

The season begins about October Ist. and 
continues unabated till about the 1st of 
June, though flowers are shipped during 
the summer months, only in less quantities. 
The average daily shipments amount to 
about 30,000 buds, increasing at the Christ- 
mas holidays to almost 100,000. This 
seems enormous, and yet the demand js 
coustantly increasing. 

The number of varieties raised by the 
several growers is enormous. Among them 
the American Beauty, a large, double, red 
rose, noted for its long stem, beautiful 
foliage and exquisite perfume, is without 
exception the favorite, and at Christmas 
is quoted at $150 a hundred. The Perle. 
bright orange yellow, large, full and good 
form; Nephetos, purest white, large and 
double; Marechal Niel, beautiful deep yel- 
low, very large, full and globular form, 
very sweet scented; Mme. de Watteville. 
white, slightly shaded salmon, large, well 
shaped, remarkable in color; Mermet, fine, 
fleshy rose, large and perfect—are specia)- 
ties, and bring handsome prices, ranging 
from $18 to $25 a hundred. 

But though the tusiness is exceedingly 
profitable, the growers have to contend 
against hindrances that are unfavorable. 
In the early part of the season mildew is 
to be confronted, and later the green and 
red flies create sad havoe with the young 
plants if not exterminated. 

This coming winter the outlook is very 
encouraging. as the demand is increasing, 
lL. M. Noe has recently returned from Chi- 
cago, where he purchased a large area of 
glass, intending to still further enlarge its 
eapacity and instill vigor in the industry 
in that section of the country. 

There is no doubt that the spnroaching 
winter will net the growers of Madison and 
vicinitr the handsome sum of 8135.00 as 
the fruit of their labors for the current 
year, and, as a resnit, will lead to the ex- 
pansion of Madison’s real wealth.

THE CITY'S LIGHTS. 


They May Be Furnished by the City Itself 
Instead of by a Company. 


MR. DIMMOCK WANTS TO GET TO WORK 


On His Proposition to Havethe City Build 
a Plant of Its Own and Furnisb Its 
Own Lights—W hat It Will Cost. 


Should Atlanta have an electric plant of 
its own? 

Mr. Dimmock, who introduced the res- 
olution Monday afternoon calling for the 
appointment of a committee from the gen- 
eral council to look into the matter, evi- 
dently thinks so. 

And there are other members of the gen- 
eral council besides Mr. Dimmock who 
are of the same opinion. 

Mr. Dimmock asserts that he is going to 
push the matter and during the day yes- 
terday was assured by other members that 
he would not be alone in the fight for the 
plant, if a fight became necessary. 

“Our contract,” said Mr. Dimmock yes- 
terday, “with the electric light company 
expires next March a year and if we are 
going to do anything it is time we were 
commencing. It will take at least eighteen 
months to prepare for the work, and we 
have no time to lose if we expect to light 
the city ourselves.”’ 

“Aud you want to locate it at the old 
waterworks plant?” he was asked. 

“Not especially. That was the way my 
resolution read, but the instant Mr. Peters 
suggested the new works as an amend- 
meut 1 made no objections. All I want is 
to get the committee at work and start the 
bail rolling. That the city would save 
mouey by having its own plant no one who 
knows anything about the lighting of the 
city will tor a minute doubt. Why, the 
electric light company makes a profit of 
$00 on euch arc light the city-has. Why 
couldn’t the city spend the same amount of 
money and get just twice the number of 
lights she now gets. 1 have been talking 
tu the chairman of the committee on lights, 
Mr. Stephens, and he is of the same 
opinion. 1 want to see the work started 
at least.” 

Mr. Stephens, who is, as Mr. Dimmock 
says, chairman of the committee, has been 
Nguring, too, on the plant for the city. He 
thinks the city should own its own plant 
and that it would be a big saving if such 
were the case. 

“L fully concur with Mr. Dimmock,” said 
Mr. Stephens, “and for some time past lI 
have been thinking of the same thing. < 
have “given.

“Then where should the plant be?” was 
asked.

“The city would save enough on the 
cost of the wire if the works were to go to 
either of the waterworks plants to buy a 
lot. It would not take a big lot by any 
means. If the plant was located at the 
waterworks, either the old or the new, 
it would require 400 miles foe. to run

the fifty circuits necessary. he wire is 
worth $100 a mile, or $40,000 for that wire 
alone. Now put the plant in the center 
of the city and that wire would be saved. 
That means $40,000 would be saved, and 
that $40,000 would come mighty near buy- 
ing a lot that would suit. In fact, it would 
not only mighty near buy it, but it would 
buy it and put up the building. The build- 
ing would not cost more than $20,000. 
The truth is an electric light plant building 
never costs more than that sum.” 

“What would the city save by having 
its own plant?” : 

“Well, it is estimated that the city could 
produce her own 2,000 candle power arc 
lights at a cost of $60-each, while she is 
now paying $100 each per year to the elec- 
trie light company. The city 16 now_pay- 
ing $65,000 a year for her lights and has 
about four hundred are lights. It is be- 
lieved that 1.000 are lights would thor- 
oughly light the city, including W est. End, 
and at $60 a light we could maintyn 
that number and do away with the incandes- 
cent lights.” 

The committee at its next meeting will 
take up Mr. Dimmock’s resolution and give 
it a careful and thorough investigation.

How Memphis Built an Anditorium. 

The Memphis auditorium will be 
opened next Friday night. It comforta- 
bly seats 7,500 persons amd will doubt- 
less hold many of the great conventions 
of the frture. 

Memphis secured her auditorium in 
this way. At a big réligious meeting last 
spring Mr. H. J. Fosdick spoke in favor 
of a tabernacle and asked how many in 
the audience would aid him financially 
if he undertook the erection of such a 
building. Fifteen hundred persons rose, 
and taking this as a pledge a committee 
went to work and sold shares at each 
for monthiy installments of $2.. When 
$8,000 was subscribed it was decided to 
have an auditorium instead of a taber- 
nacle. An old brick, two-story livery 
stable was leased for ten years at $1,000 
a& year. The interior was remodeled at 
a cost of $20,000, and the auditorium is 
how one of the handsomest in the coup- 
try. The balance of $12,000 due on Ft 
will be raised it is thought at the com- 
ing revival meeting of Rev. Sam Jones, 
who will dedicate the edifice on the 29th. 

‘The people of Memphis took hold of 
this enterprise in the midst of the panic, 
but their lack of accommodations for 
large conventions caused them to regard 
such a building as a necessity,,and they 
felt that they could not wait’ another 
year for it.

Cheapness Under the Gold Standard. 
Some of the newly-fledged champions 
of goldbuggery in the south are picking 
up arguments that are too heavy for 
them to handle. They take these argu- 
ments bodily from the northern organs 
of plutocracy without discrimination 
and without investigating the conusuons 
or the principles that lie behind them. 

As an instance, we observe several 
fresbly-gilded goldbug papers in the 
south taking up the view that is scouted 
and rejected by Dr. Robert Giffen, the 
most distinguished monometallist author- 
ity—hamely, that the phenomenal fall in 
prices that has taken place in all tthe 
gold-using countries has not been due -to 
the increased and increasing value of 
gold. 

One of the illustrations of this argu- 
ment as employed by a southern news- 
paper is to the effect that if the farmers 
are compelled to take less for their cot- 
ton and wheat they have to pay less for 
their tools and implements. The thought- 
ful reader will observe that this illustra- 
tion, and in fact, the whole argument, 
flies directly in the face of the demo- 
-cratic contention that farmers are inordi- 
naieiy taxed by the tariff duties on their 
tools and implements—that this tax is a 
burden that ought to be removed so that 
the farmers would be able to buy their 
tools and implements at a reasonable 
price. 

This is the democratic argument. But 
now the goldbug argument comes in to 
offset it, and the farmers are told that 
they ought to make no complaint about 
the decline in the prices of their crops, 
since farm tools and implements can be 
bought at such reasonable prices. 

Here is a tangle, indeed, and it is just 
such a tangle as always follows an ef- 
fort.-to hide the truth and to cover up 
simple facts. Goldbuggery goes hand 
in hand with protection. The beneficia- 
ries of the single gold standard and of 
the protective ‘tariff form the plutocracy 
of the east that is now menacing the 
prosperity of the people by taxing their 
labor and the fruits thereof and levying 
an intolerable burden on their pros- 
perity. 

So, on that line, we have the argument, 
invented by goldbug protectionisis in the 
east, and endorsed by goldbug tariff re- 
formers in the south, that if the farmers 
cannot get good prices for their crops 
there is compensation in the fact that 
he can buy his tools and implements at 

easonable rates. Under these cireum- 
stances the argument bolsters up the 
protection theory. 

The processes of production In the 
south have not been cheapened at all. 
The same labor is necessary to produce 
a crop of cotton. In other words, the 
benefits of intensive farming are met 
and counteracted by the increased cost 
of getting the crop ready for market, as, 
for instance, the increased and increas- 
ing cost of picking. 

The actual cost of producing a pound 
of cotton and getiing it to market in 
Georgia is about 61-4 or 612 cents. 
When it is sold for 7 cents the profits of 
the farmer do not amount to much, but 
he is told by the goidbug organs in the 
south that he ought to submit to the de- 
struction of silver as 4 money standard

as the protit of one bale of cotton. 

It is a beautiful argument, especially 
if the farmer owes a debt of $500 and 
has carried to market ten bales of ¢cot- 
ton with which to buy money to pay the 
debt. Tweniy years ago his ten bales 
would have bought $500 of debt-paying 
money. Today his ten bales will buy 
him $050 of debt-paying money. Here, 
it will be seen, $150 has disappeared. 
Where has it gone? The labor of the 
farmer carns $150 less than it did twenty 
years ago. Is it any satisfaction to be 
told that his. farm tools and implements 
can be bought a trifle cheaper. When 
he comes to pay a debt wic. the pro- 
ceeds of his labor he will fail to tind any 
consolation in the statement that his 
farm tools and implements are eheaper. 

Hoe can look abroad, and in Fingkand, 
where the essence of cheapness has been 
introduced everywhere and into every- 
thing. he sees the farmers in a worse 
condition than he is himself. The re- 
sults of their Inhbor—their wages—are 
80 small that the cheapness of other 
things affords them no relief whatever. 
Esiablish the English and European gold 
Standard here aud we shall have the 
English and European’ standard of 
wages and prosperity. 

Are our business men, our working- 
men and our farmers prepared face 
the consequences ?

The Senate and the People. 


Senator Dubois, of Idaho, bas’ written 
a letier to The a ag Tribune ex- 
plaining his attitude in fhe silver debate. 

he senator says that the silver men 
in the senate know ‘that the vast major- 
ity of the American people demand a 
convenenUy ipereasing and continuing 
issuace Of money. The steadily increas- 
ing business, population and needs of the 
country make an enlarging currency nec- 
essary. All parties, mational and state, 
in their platforms recognized this popular 
demand by adopting planks - favorable 
to silver. Many stutessand one national 
party distinctly demanded the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. All estate 
and national conventions have declared 
in favor of silver, with various modifi- 
cations. No national or state convention 
has even intimated that the purchase 
and coinage of silyer and issuance of 
money should be stopped. The uneondi- 
tional repeal bill before the senate vio- 
lates every promise and pledge made to 
the people, and cannot be voted for by 
the friends of silver, especially as it is 
known that the president, in the event 
of its passage, will not, fro: ‘any legisla- 
tion favorable to “iver or an expansion 
of the curfency. 

Under these conditions the silver sen- 
wtors feel that it is their highest duty to 
prevent unconditional repeal and ‘the 
disasters which would come to the plant- 
ers, farmers and wage-earners ‘through a 
contraction of the currency. They hold 
that the radical legislation contemplated 
by the majority in the sena‘e should first 
have the approval of the people. Sena- 
tor Dubois says: 

If the question had been submitted to the 
country and decided aga'‘nst sliver on such 
a plain presentation of the case as is now 
before the senate, the judgment and will o€ 
the people would easily be carried out. This 
talk about the minority controlling, of the 
“palladium of liberty’’ being destroyed, etc., 
is the veriest bosh. ‘Whenever the wishes of 
the people are clearly ascertained and regis- 
tered on any great question affecting them, 
their verdict will be emacted into law by the 
senate. I, myseif, am a strong believer in 
the protective policy of the republican party. 
I think a tariff for revenue only will cause 
great hardship to our people, especially the 
wage-earners. My convictions are almost as 
Strong on that as on silver. Yet the people 
passed judgment in favor of a tariff for reve- 
nue only, and the senate would not be justified 
in opposition further than a presentation of 
its views in a moderate debate. So with all 
questions. The w.shes of the people will be 
registered by law. It took a number of years, 
long debates in congress, the submission of 
the question to the people in wsevera! cam- 
paigus, before a verd.ct aga‘mat protection 
was reached. Silver cannot and should got 
be eliminated and its co.nage stopped without 
an order from the peopie. No one contends 
that that order has been given. When it. is 
given the silver advocaies will obey the man- 
date of the people. Unt.l it is, they will -en- 
deavor to protect their expressed wishes and 
commands. 

The position of the silver senators re- 
quires no further explanation and de- 
fense than is given in this admirable let- 
ter. The senators who are opposing un- 
conditional repeal under existing condi- 
tions are simply standing on the demo- 
cratic platform and carrying out the 
will of the majority of the people. They 
are clearly right in their determination 
to consent ‘to no radical change in that 
platform until it is changed by the pop- 
ular verdict. This is the situation, and 
the senators who advocate the’ gold 


hold them responsible for all the delay 
and uncertainty of the past ‘two months. 
They have an opportunity of getting out 
of their difficult and obnoxious position 
by agreeing to a compromise that will 
recognize the just claims of silver and 
give the country a chance to be heard 
from, and if they neglect it they will find 
their countrymen arrayed against them.

The Menace of Money. 
From Gibbon’s ‘Decline and Fall.”’ 

A body of ten or fifteen thousand guards 
will strike terror into the most numerous pop- 
ulace that ever crowded the streets of an 
immense capital. The praetorians band, 
whose licentious fury was the first symptoms 
and cause of the decline of the Roman em- 
pire, scarcely amounted to the last mentioned 
number. The praetorians had violated the 
sanctity of the throne by The.atrocious yaur- 
dor -wL-Pertfhax. “Nmifdst the Wild disordem 
Sulpicianus, the emperor's father-in-law, 
the governor of the city, who had been sent 
to the camp on the first alarm of mutiny, 
was endeavoring to calm the fury of the 
multitude, when he was silenced by the clam- 
orous return of the murderers, bearing on a 
lance the head of Pertinax. Though history 
has accustomed us to observe every principle 
and every passion yielding to the imperious 
dictates of ambition, it is scarcely creditable 
that, in these moments of horror, Sulpicianus 
should have aspired to ascend the throne pol- 
luted with the recent blood of so near a re- 
lation and so excellent a prince. He had 
already begun to use the only effectual argu- 
ment and to treat for the imperial dignity; 
but the more prudent of the Praetorians, ap- 
prehensive that in this private contract they 
should not obtain a just price for so valuable 
a commodity, ran out upon the ramparts 
and, with a loud voice, proclaimed that the 
Roman world was to be disposed of to the 
best biddgr by public auction. 
This intarrfus offer. the most insolent 
excess of mifitary license, diffused a universai 
grief, shame and indignation throughout the 
city. It reached at length the ears of 
Julian, a wealthy senator, who, regardless of 
the public calamity, was indulging himself in 
the luxury of the table. His wife and his 
daughter, his freedmen and his parasites, easi- 
ly convinced him that he deserved the throne 
and earnestly conjured him to embraw so ex- 
cellent an opportunity. The vain old man has- 
tened to the praetorian camp where Sulpl- 
Cianus was still in treaty with the guards, and 
began to bid against him from the foot of the 
rampart. The unworthy negotiation was 
transacted by faithful emissaries who passed 
aliernately from one candidate to the other 
and acquainted each of them with the offers 
of his rival. Su'picianus had already prom- 
ised a donation off 5,000 drams (above 160 
pounds sterling) to each soldier; when Julian, 
eager for the prize, rose at once to the sum of 
6,20 drams, or upward of 200 pounds ster- 
ling, The gate of the camp was instantly 
thrown open to the purchaser: he was declared 
emperor and received an oath of allegiance 
from the soldiers, who retained humanity 
enough to stipulate that he _ should 
pardon and forget the cumpetition of Sulpi- 
cianus. On the throne of the wor!d he found 
himself without a friend, aud even without an 
adherent. The guards themselves were 
ashamed of the prince whom their avarice 
had persuaded them to accept, nor was there 
a citizen who did not consider his elevation 
with horror as the last insult on the Roman 
name. The nobility, whose conspicuous sta- 
tion and ample possessions exacted the strict- 
est caution, dissembled their sentiments and 
met the affected civility of the emperor with 
smiles of complacency and professions of duty, 
but the people, secure in their numbers and 
obscurity, gave a free vent to their passions. 
The streets and public places of Rome re- 
sounded with clamorg and imprecations. The 
enraged multitude affronted the person of 
Julian, rejected his liberality, and, conscious 
of the impotence of their resentment, they 
called aloud on the legions of the frontiers 
to assert the violated majesty of the Roman 
empire. The armies of Britain, of Syria and 
of Illyricum lamented the death of Pertinax, 
in whose company, or under whose command 
they had so often fought and conquered. They 
received with surprise, with indignation, and 
perhaps with envy, the extraordinary intelli- 
gence that the praetorians had disposed of 
the empire by public auction, and they sternly 
refused to ratify the ignomiuous bargain. 
Their immediate and unanimous revolt was 
fatal to Julian, but it was fatal at the same 
time to the public peace.

Gansed Quite a Discussion Throughout 
the City Yesterday. 


THE WEALTH IT WILL BRING THE CITY 


Is Equa! to That of Some of the Other 
W ards, Soa Well Posted Real Estate 
Man Says~—There Is Opposition,

The eighth ward was tie talk of the town 
yesterday. 

The people were not prepared for the ad- 
dition of another ward and the uction of 
the council was in the nature of a surprise. 

But it was a pleasant gurprise to nearly 
every one, for all Atlantians like to sce 
the town grow. The addition is not half 
so eparsely settled as some people are in- 
clined to thiuk. It is dotted with pretty 
homes and some of them are among the 
finest residences in the county. The terri- 
tory is about as valuable as any the city 
assessors will run against in their field 
work, and when it is autexed it will bring 
into the city something like a half million 
doliars of taxable property. One of the 
most conservative real estate men in the 
city yesterday placed the value of the land 
on Peachtree alone at $200,000, while he 
as calmly declared that all of the property 
in the proposed extension was worth ea- 
sity $5,000,000. 

, “Now,” remarked that same real estate 
man, “the greatest objection I have heard 
urged against the annexation of the new 
territory is that it will spoil the shape of 
Atlanta, that it will make Atlanta one of 
the most irregular and ill-shaped cities in 
the country. I will, for the sake of argu- 
ment, admit that to be true and then I will 
ask if it is shape or value that Atlanta 
and her people want. However, 1 will 
deny that it will make Atlanta the ugliest- 
shaped town in the country, but at the 
same time I don’t care to stop to argue 
that question with any one. It ain’t At- 
lanta’s way to stop. It has always been 
her way to push along and do something 
no other town dared do, and it wag that 
which has made her what she is today. A 
man coming here to locate and to invest 
his money don’t stop to ask about the shape 
of the city. Ile asks about the population, 
the taxable value of the property, ete. I 
am glad to see the city council take it in 
and I hope the matter will be pushed be- 
fore the Jegislature and that it wil! pass. 
{ know that it will meet with opposition 
and that the opposition will be strong, but 
I hope it muy be overcome. 

“Now, to those who wanted the people 
out there to wait until the city was ready 
to extend eyually in all directions, I would 
say that such a course would be unfair to 
the people living in that section of the 
country, for there is no telling how long 
that may be yet. It is a well known fact 
that some sections of every town thrive 
much better than other sections and that 
is the case here. Now, [ am told that Rey- 
no.dstown is thinking of asking for annexa- 
tion and I hope it will. I like to see the 
city shake off its old ways aud take on pew 
ones, and this aunexation is giving Atlanta 
just what she needs. Let the good work 
go on und | hope never to see the day when 
it will stop.

report and I hope the legislature will kill 
the bill.”’

His circular states the reasons for its is- 
suance fully, and reads as follows: 

Circular No. 11. Office of State School Com- 
missioner, Atlanta, Ga., October 16, 1893.—In- 
Structions Relative to School Year.--To the 
County School Commissioners of Georgia: So 
many inquiries, asking for permisson to begin 
the school for 1804 the ist of November, reacb 
this department, that I decm it my duty to 1s- 
sue this circular for your information and 


» school law in unequivocal terms makes 
the school year and the calendar year coinct- 
dent. This provision has been emphasized 
by the refusal of the general assembly to 
change the date of the commencement of the 
scholastic year to the lst of November as was 
proposed. 

It would be a “leap in the dark” to com- 
mence the public term now, when no man cap 
tell what the funds for 1894 will be. what tne 
iencth of the term will be, what new condi. 
tions may be imposed by the legislature soon 
To assemble, or what changes in tne existing 
law may be made. Some important altera- 
tions and additions will be recommended toa 
the general asseinbly, which, Wwe'trust, will 
meet with their approbation and become lav. 
and no school begun before these facta are 
nude known bv this department couid possipty: 
reap any benefit from these proposed amena- 
ments. 

As the officer charged witb the adnfiinistra- 
ticn of the school laws. I cannot authorize any 
school to begin the public term now. or cor. 
sent to any arrangement for November ang 
December to be counted in as part of tne 
school year of 1894. 

I instruct you, the county school commis 
monets and the members of the boards of 
education, not to make any arran emsctha, 
whatever, for the schools for 1894 ate in - 
structions are issued from the department of 
education. 

The circular containing full directions wi} 
be issued on the Ist day of January, which 1s 
the eurtiest date that authorizes me to give 
you notice, as to the approximate amount of 
the school fund. Let us hope that the cir. 
enlar in question will contain information that 
will make 1894 a memorable year in the bis- 
tory of popular education tn Georgta.

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AFTER THE BALL. 


Berry Meriwether Was a Star At- 
traction at a Dance, 


AND HIS ENVIOUS RIVALS KILLED HIM 


Found Lyingon the Sidewalk with a Bul- 
let Hole in His Temple—Several 
Arrests Mads. 


After the ball was over, after the coons 
had gone, on his way home in the morn- 
ing, just at the break of dawn, Berry Meri- 
wether, the strange coon who had appeared 
at the dance and cut a Swell figure with the 
dusky damsele, was shot and killed on the 
corner of Fair and Chapel streets early 
yesterday mworning—after the bail. 

Meriwether enjoyed the fascinating social 
delights of posing as the uninvited, myste- 
rious and unknown guest at the negro dance 
and the price he paid for his superior ar- 
ticle of fuu was his life. ’ 

He was found lying upon the sidewalk 
at the corner of Fair and Chapel streets, 
blood gushing from a builet hole in his 
temple. The discovery was made by Pa- 
trolmen White and Coogier, who were a 
few blocks away when they heard a pistol 
shot. They rudhed towards tire place, 
where they found the unconscious negro 
dying. 

No one was near the wounded negro and 
not a word of explanation could the officers 
hear to elucidate the mystery of the strange 
circumstances. 

‘J'uey tried to rouse Meriwether, but 
failed to do it. They telephoned to police 
headquarters and at 3 o’clock the body of 
the dying and atill unrecognized negro 
Was curried to the Grady hospital. He 
died witain two hours after reaching the 
hospital. He lay in the morgue at the 
hospital two hours before be was recog- 
nized. Some one recognized him as Berry 
Meriwether, a drayman. 

The ofticers who discovered the dying 
negro spent the morning hours trying to 
discover some clue to the parties who did 
the shooting, but such absolute mystery 
bung over the whole affair that the oth- 
cers failed to learn anything that tended 
to explain the affair. It was not until 9 
o'clock yesterday morning that light was 
shed upon the wystery. 

At that hour Jobn Poole, a negro about 
twenty-five years old, appeared at the jail 
and said he wanted to give himself up, as he 
knew he would be arrested for participating 
in the shooting. Hesaid that he was pres- 
eut and knew all about it, but that he 
did not fire the fatal shot. 

Irom Poole’s story it appears that the 
shooting was done by one of a party re 
turning from a dance. Berry Meriwether 
had been playing the roll of the uninvited 
guest and his death was the result of his 
actions at the dance and the social recog- 
nition received from the dusky belles. 

The dance was at a house on Vine street 
and while it was at its height Meriwether 
suddenly and unceremoniously appeared. 
He came without invitation and was knowu 
to no one, and, worse than all, he mani- 
fested an inclination to dance to music 
for which he had not assisted in paying and 
receiving smiles that rightfully belonged 
to others. 

When a strange coon appears at a dance 
the male coons combine to make things un- 
pleasant for him. This is part of the so- 
cial code of the negroes and a big part of Af- 
rican nature. Berry Meriwether’s treat- 
ment was no exception. He was given 
to understand that he was not wanted by 
the men, but so long as the damsels smiled 
on him what cared he? He lingered as 
long as the dance -continued, and when 
things became too warm he showed the 
negroes a pistol to prevent them from 
showering too many attentions upon him. 

After the ball the crowd met him at 
the corner of Fair and Chapel streets and 
just what occurred will probably never bo 
known. One of the negroes shot Meri- 
wether and he died from the wound. John 
Poole says that Jim Riley fired the fatal 
shot. 

The city detectives arrested three negroes 
who were supposed to be in the crowd when 
the shooting was done, but they were kept 
at police headquarters a few hours and 
then released, as sufficient evidence against 
them could not be procured. ; 

Coroner Paden impaneled a jury of in- 
quest. but after examining a few witnesses 
was foreed to adjourn until this morning, 
when he will resume. 

The officers are looking for the negro who 
is supposed to have fired the shot.

As previously announced, the opening exer- 
cises of the West End Baptist mission, at 
Manchester, in the chapel of the Southern 
Female college, were held last Sunday after- 
noon. There was searcely standing room on 
the trains that carried out the crowd from the 
city and West End, while the citizens of Man- 
chester and surrounding community were out 
in full foree. After the singing of a hymn 
the exercises were opened with prayer by 
Dr. I. T. Tiebenor. Judge John T, Peudletou 
delivered a lecture on the Sunday school les- 
son of last Sunday. ; 

Mr. W. L. Stanton then read a statistical 
and financtal report of the fhission since its 
organization about four months ago, which 
was, indeed, gratifying to all the friends of 
the mission.

month. 

Time not being up, Rev. F. (. MeConnell 
was called upon to address the mecting. Mr. 
MeConvpell was not on the prograuiue, it not 
being known that he would be in the city. 
He started off by stating that he had not 
been left any subject to speak on, but that he 
would announce as his subject, ‘“Grandma.’’ 
He satd a great many nice things about 
grandinas, and said your mother’s mother is 
your grandma. Turning to Mr. Jameson, he 
told the Manchester mission to look upon 
their mother; then pointing at Dr. Hawthorne, 
he exclaimed, “behold your grandma, the 
great and gigantic Hawthorne.’’ This con- 
eluded the exetcises, except a collection taken 
for the benefit of the Brunswick sufferers, 
which resulted in adding $16.20 to the con- 
tributions already made by this mission and 
the West End Baptist church.

The chips were stacked upon the table 
and the game was proceeding smoothly 
when the officers entered. The players 
took the intrusion smilingly and the banker 
paid off the players before stopping. 

The room in which the game was going 
on was elegantly fitted up, was furnished 
with new furniture and seems to have 
but recently been specially prepared for 
the entertainment of the guests. It is said 
that it was only made ready for occupancy 
on Thursday last. 

That the room was intended as a perma- 
nent resort the elaborateness of the outfit 
leaves no room for doubt. All the appar- 
atuses needed for playing roulette, craps, 
dice and poker were set up in the room, 
ready for operation. A table for playing 
craps, Which must have cost $800, was 
found in the room. A half bushel of poker 
chips was also ruked up by the officers. 

A. wagon load of gambling pharaphernalia 
was taken charge of by the officers and 
afterwards removed to police headquarters 
under the supervision of Captain Wright, 
who planned the raid. The outfit was the 
largest that the police have captured since 
the days when the department made the 
famous raids.

Letters were also read 
from several persons who had expected to 
be present, but were detained. @lr. J, D. 
Tigner, of Greenville; Mr. S. A. Crump, 
of Macon, and Mr. T. E.-Murphey, of 
Macon, who wrote the association letters 
of encouragement. 

The association was named “The Georgia 
State Sportsmen's Association.” 

Messrs. T. W. Baxter, Mr. Hal Morri- 
son, Mr. J. H. Nunnally, Mr. S. Z. Ruff and 
Mr. H. McHatton were appointed a com- 
mittee to draft a constitution and bylaws 
for the association and were requested t 
a during the afternoon session, if pos- 
sible. 

The balance of the morning session was 
given up to an informa! discussion of the 
game laws as they now stand, and some of 
the talks were extremely interesting, in- 
deed. The nature of the iaw which is 
wanted to make it uniform throughout the 
state was discussed and then the meeting 
adjourned for dinner. 

At the afternoon session the committee 
on constitution and bylaws asked for 
further time in which to perfect its report. 
The members present indulged in some sug- 
gestions to the committee and the time 
asked for was granted. 

Mr. Hal ‘Morrison moved that the presi- 
dent appoint a vice president in each county 
in the state so that each of the counties 
might be more deeply interested in the mat- 
ter. The motion caught a popular chord 
arid went through. 

President Brown, however, did not make 
the appointments, but will take the matter 
under consideration and name the vice 
presidents as fast as he can secure the 
names of persons in each county who will 
take an interest in the work. 

The greater part of the afternoon session 
was given up to the discussion of the law 
which the legislature will be asked to pass 
giving equal protection in all  eounties 
against the potters, but the paper could not 
be perfected and President Brown was in- 
structed to appoint a committee to prepare 
the bill covering the points which he and 
the members of the committee may think 
advisabte. 

President Brown will appoint that com- 
mittee in a few days and the committee 
will prepare such a law as the sportsmen 
of the state will want. 

The convention adjourned late in the af. 
ternoon after having accomplished much 
good for those who like the field and the 
chase.

The Florence Crittenden Home Formally | 


Opened Yesterday, 


GOVERNOR NORTHEN MAKES A TALK 


Bishop C. K.!Nelson Conducted the Exer- 
cises Speeches by Messrs. Heneau, 
Colvin, Barclay and Dr, Nelms. 


On a gently rising eminence, overlooking 
the city on the one hand and the blue Alle- 

hany mountains on the other, the Florence 

rittenden home for the rescue of poor, un- 
fortunate girls. was formally dedicated yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The sitwation is an ideal one, not only 
with reference to the immediate surround- 
ings, but to the beautiful panorama in the 
distance. The twmult of the city reaches 
the home only in subdued whispers, while 
every morning the prospect of the church 
spires, as they pierce the sky, seem to greet 
the inmates of the home with a salutation 
from the larger and the better life. 

A more delightful spot could not have 
been selected. nor one more thoroughly in 
keeping with the efforts of Atianta’s noble 
women, who are. secking to restore these 
poor, but penitent girls, to the purity and 
innocence of their childhood days. 

The scene at the dedication was full of 
the spirit of tears. A wore impressive cer- 
emony was never witnessed aud the metno- 
ry of the afternoon is stamped indelibly 
upon the minds of every one present. 

Who Were Present. 

The exercises began at half after 3 
o'clock. 

Among those who were present were 
Governor William J. Northen, Bishop Nel- 
son, Dr. FE. H. Barnett, Hon. John Col- 
vin, Dr. J. W. Nelms, Councilman Re- 
neau, Rev. V. ©. Norcross and a number 
of others, in addition to the ladies who 
have been actively interested in the work. 

They assembled yesterday afternoon at 
Tyner’s drug store, on the corner of Ma- 
rietta and broad street, and those who did 
not go out to the home in carriages, board- 
ed the Chattahoochee railway car, running 
out Walker street to the western limits of 
the city. 

Before the exercises began the visitors 
were shown about the home by Mrs. Wolfe. 
This consecrated woman explained to the 
visitors the practical workings of the home 
and conducted them through all the apart- 
ments. 

Arrayed in costumes of immaculate white 
the inmates of the home smiled back the 
sympathetic bow and shake of the hand 
with which they were greeted. Everything 
about the home appeared to be bright and 
cheerful. Mottoes were displayed along the 
walls and everything about the building 
was full of cheer and hope for those who 
had found a refuge under its shelter. As 
soon as the inspection of the building was 
over, the crowd assembled in a large room 
in the northwest corner of the building 
where the services of dedication were 
held. 

Dedicating the Home. 

These services were conducted by Bish- 
op C. K. Nelson, of the diocese of Georgia. 
A beautiful prayer was offered by the bish- 
op, which was followed by a song from the 
inmates of the home. 

On account of the large attendance, which 
completely filled the room, the chorus of 
voices could not be brought into the apart- 
ment. The rich melody, however, as it 
¢ame through the hall was full of the 
sweetness of the new life upon which the 
young girls had entered, and as the con- 
trast was suggested by the gospel hymns 
which they sang, the tears were brought 
to the eyes of every one present. They 
were tears of joy, however, and they fell 
in beautiful and tender sympathy. 

Goeverbor Nurihen Lutcoauced. 

The first speaker introduced was Gov- 
ernor Northen. 

He paid a beautiful tribute to the women 
whose efforts bad culminated in the erec- 
tion of this home, and stated that he was 
never present at a service which illustrated 
more perfectly his idea of practical Chris- 
uanity. The rescue of poor, ubtfortunate 
voruen who lad erred, many of = them 
e*rvu igh no fault of theirs, Was the noblest 

-edort in which an wssociation or an ldil- 

Vidual could engage. lt was full of the spir- 
it of Christ, who went out among the lowly 
aud the wretched, and sought to: redeem 
and uplift a fallen humanity. As Michael 
Angelo had carved from au ugly stone the 
statue of a beautiful woman, so in 
these poor, unfortumate Magdalenes there 
was the making of many a bright angel, 
who was destined to wear the jewels of 
heaven upon her brow. He assured the 
ladies of his profound sympathy in their 
Christian enterprise and they would never 
find him reluctant to embrace an opportu- 
nity for advancing the cause of the insti- 
‘tution. 

Councilman Reneau’s Talk. 

The pext spedser iuuouuced vy the bish-

Always ready, the genial councilman 
Without a mdwent’s preparation, wade a 
speech of glowing enthusiasm, He express- 
ed the hope and the assurance thut the 
home would prosper. it was one of the 
grandest institutions ever started in Atlan- 

““sny opposed it at first, and not a few 
wi them were Christians, but they were 
lacking in the great fundamental idea of 
religion, charity. A well4dcmown minister 
had opposed its location in the neighborhood 
of his church, while another oue, who ap- 
peared before the council, Mr. Norcross 
was more than willing for it to be located 
in his own community, so that he could 
preach for the benefit of the poor girls, 
the gospel of the blessed Savior. Mrs. Bar- 
rett and Mrs. Wolfe had accomplished a 
grand work in revolutionizing the sentiment 
of the city, and they would reap a bright 
reward for their beautiful fidelity. 

Dr. J. W. Nelms Ha: a Word. 

Dr. J. W. Nelms, as one of the members 
of the board of county commissioners, made 
a short but graceful speech, in which he 
foreshadowed the results to be accomplish- 
ed by the institution. He drew an exquis- 
ite picture of an ideal home, in which the 
children as they gathered about their moth- 
ers knee, were taught that sweetest of a]! 
prayers, “Now I lay me down to sleep.” 
Many poor girls had never had the adyan- 
tage of a Christian home and a pious moth- 
ers influence, and they were more to be 
pittied in their fall than to be censured for 
their falling. He thought the institution 
Was worthy of the heartiest support and 
as an officer of the county he was ready at 
any time to spenk a good word and to use 
his influence in behalf of the home. 

Dr. Nelms was not well, having been in- 
disposed for several days, but as an evi- 
lence of his interest in the home, he pre- 
ferred to be presest. although at a sacrifice 
of his personal comfort. 

A letter was read bv the bishop from 
Mayor Goodwin. in which he stated that the 
pressue of official duties prevented him from 
being presept. but be was profoundly jn 
avmpathr hte work of the instituten. 
He thought the resnits of he home had 
fuliy demons ri ed its efficiency and that 
the fnture woud make it n still creater 
blessing to fallen humanity. 

Wr. Co'vin'’s First Speech. 

Mr. John Colvin was the next speaker. 
Tt was his first effort in public. but he ac- 
quitted himself in a manner that went 
straight to the heart of every one presen‘. 
His big. Irish soul was full of enthusiasm 
and ag he spoke of the home it was evident 
that he was deeply moved. 

Mr. Colvin said:

speaker, It ie with a feeling of great te- 
merity that this frail specimen of human- 
ity stands before you now. But, ii from 
my far from eloquent lips, words would 
only come to express my feelings concern- 
ing the great work of these noble ladies 
my words would be remembered and Tle- 
peated long after the sayings of many an 
illustrious speaker had been forgotten. 
What work can be nobier than that of rais- 
ing a fallen fellow creature? How well 
have these good iadieg followed the exam- 
ple eet years ago by the good Samaritan! 
Aud, like him, they shall receive their well- 
earned reward. 

‘“‘Let those who are inmates of this home 
now and all who may come after them al- 
ways pronounce the names of Mrs. Wolfe 
and Mrs. Barrett with thé greatest defer- 
ence and respect, for it was because of 
their indefatigable labor, their expenditure 
of time aud sacrifice of person that they 
are heused in a structure which offers them 
protection against vice and crime. These 
ladieg built a fort which shall be more last- 
ing and which shall do more good than 
any of the greatest military geniuses will 
ever crect. Alfred ISrupp invented guns, 
a @ingle discharge of which would send 
many souls into eternity, and became fa- 
mous, These ladies built a single struct- 
ure which gha:l be the means of saving 
many a soul, and receive no universal 
praise. But who will be the recipient of 
the greatest reward when all is laid before 
the great, just Judge.” 

He Keiutes an Incident, 


Mr. Colvin then related an incident which 
happened « few months ago in the city 
council, Said he: 

“One little incident which happened at a 
meeting of the council 1 wish to relate be- 
fore 1 set down. It probably had more to 
do with influencing that body to assist in 
the building of this home than any one 
thing. It also furnishes one of the very 
rare instances in which a woman outtalked 
a& man, 

“When the home was located on or near 
West Peters street you all probably remem- 
ber that there were yizorous protests from 
very pious people in the neighborhood. But 
their picty seemed to lack one very essen- 
tial element of genuine religion—chariry. 
Among these pious people was a Christian 
gentleman who, with great gusto, entered 
his very charitable protest in a speech be- 
fore the council. He said that he would 
be ashamed to tell some of the awful 
things he had seen in and around the 
home on West Peters street. All this 
time fiery beams radiated from Mrs. Bar- 
retts eyes. It Was evident that the pious 
man was saying his own funeral oration. 
When he sat down Mrs. Barrett, after ob- 
taining the consent of the council to speux, 
inquired if the gentlemen present thought 
such ladies as the niece of Councilman 
Reneau and the wife of Councilman Tur- 
ner, who are directors of the home, would 
assist in the erection of a home which was 
the scene of outrages, so flagrant that the 
gentleman could not speak of them. This 
caused the batteries of Councilmen Re- 
neau and Turner to be brought into play 
against this poor individual, who soon 
hunted an exit.” 

Mr. John F. Barclay. 


Mr. John I’. Barclay made the closing 
speech of the afternoon, and the shades 
of the beautiful October day were begin- 
ning to gather ag he advanced to the front. 
He was introduced by Bishop Nelson in a 
neat speech, in which the latter gracefully 
referred to his Christian work in the com- 
munity and the pleasure it would give every 
one present to hear a word from him. 

Mr. Barclay began by saying that he 
was deeply interested in the work of the 
home. There was no department of Chrie- 
tian effort that wag more to be commended 
than the restoration of these unhappy 
women, who were anxious to regain the 
beaten path of purity and who needed the 
assistance of the tender-hearted and the 
P=. The Florence Crittenden home in 
New York had been established by a man 
who had given $100,000 to the institution. 
He never went to New York without pay- 
ing a visit to the home. It did him good 
to meet with the faces of those who had 
been reclaimed and which were luminous 
with the new found light of the gospel. 
Wherever these homes had been established 
throughout the country they had accom- 
plished infinite good and were more than 
warranted by their results. They erystal- 
lized the noblest spirit of charity and exem- 
plified the life and teachings of the Savior. 

The services were closed with a fervent 
prayer by Dr. E. H. Barnett, of the First 
Presbyterian church, in which he prayed 
for the blessing of God to rest in abund- 
ance upon the home aad upon the Christian 
ladies who had labored so faithfully in its 
behalf. After a benediction by Mr. Nor- 
cross the exericises were concluded. 

It may be stated in this connection that 
Mr. Norcross has labored unceasingly in 
behalf of the institution and that much of 
its success is due to his efforts before the 
city council. He has made it his main ob- 
ject, to a certain extent, and his zeal in 
the eause has been ardent and untiring. 

Mrs. Wolfe was presented to each of the 
ladies present and to all of the strangere 
who had come out for the purpose of. in- 
specting the institution. She was warm!y 
congratulated on her good work and was 
given all the encouragement that smiles 
could bestow. 

A number of sewing machines have been 
donated to the home, for which the ladies 
desire to express their grateful thanks and 
appreciation. They are indebted to the 
kindness of contributors for several patents 
the Wheeler & Wilson. the Standard, the 
Singer and the New Home. : 

It was the opinion of every one present 
yesterday afternoon that the home had 
started upon a grand and useful career and 
Was destined to have a golden fruition in 
the coming years.

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THE COTTON GROP. 


Observer Morrill’s Last Report About 
Its Condition, 


AND THE PROBABILITIES OF THE CROP 


& 
He Predicts an Increass Over Last Year 
and inno Event Does He Grant That 
There Will Be a Decrease. 


The following is the last report, for this 
season, to be issued by Forecast Official 
Morrill: 

With the present issue the weatheg crop- 
bulletin will be discontinued for the year. 
It is believed that such reasonable improve- 
ment has been secured in these reports 
over those of last year as could have been 
expected. The reporters, svhose jJabors 
render such reports possible, have shown 
commendable zeal, and no state ia the union 
can show a better corps of correspondents. 
The season has not been a very favorable 
one for farmers, marked as it was by a 
late and cold spring and twv droughts 
of considerable severity during tue summer. 
Added to these general features was the 
desolating hurricane of August, which hap- 
pily wreaked its fury on but a limited area 
of the state. A still further injury to those 
farmers whose cheif reliance is on cotton 
bas come from the low price of the sta- 
pie, due less to over-production than to 
the unsettled state of the currency and con- 
sequent business depression. ‘Lhe picture, 
however, hus a brighter side, for not in 
years have the farwers raised 69 much of 
food crops and meat as during this present 
geuson. It is also probable that farmers 
@s a class are less in debt than for a long 
tiroe past. If last year was not suflicient, 
certainly the added lesson of the present 
yeur should teach the wisdom of raising 
home supplies to those who have not yet 
learned it, 

‘To consider the present conditions more 
in detail, we find that the favorable weather 
hus somewhat improved the prospect for 
cotton in the northwest section. it is ex- 
pected that the acreage of wheat this year 
will equal that of last. Sowing is now in 
progress on many farma, but, owing to the 
dry condition of the soil at some points, 
the sowing of small grain has been delayed. 
The corn crop is now being gathered and 
‘is turning out to be lighter than was an- 
ticipated betore the harvest. Peas are not 
so good as expected. There is u fair crop 
of sorghum, sweet potatoes and turnips. 

The recent cold weather and heavy frosts 
which have occurred in northern Georgia 
have jnjured cotton slightly. It is opening 
fast and picking, ginning and marketing 
is progressing rapidly. Upland corn 1s a 
little short of last year, while that on the 
bottom lands is better. The indications are 
that a larger acreage of small grain will 
be sown. All things being considered, most 
farmers have had a satisfactory season. 

Dry and Cool. 


As in other sections of the state, the 
week hus been dry and cool in the north- 
eastern counties. Corn gathering 13 uw 
being pushed vigorously; the yield will 
be about the average. Oats and rye are be- 
ing sown and reports indicate that the acre- 
age will be large,in fact an increase over that 
of last year. There is little or no top crop 
of cotton in the section, and picking will 
be finished earlier this season than usual, 

Sweet potatoes are fine and large, while 

the yield of sorghum is above the average 
of past years. 

Corn is‘ now being gathered in western 
Georgia. The average of small grain will 
exceed that of last year; more barley and 
rye have been sown, and the intention of 
farmers to put in more wheat and oats Is 
evident. Where heavy frosts occurred on 
the 15th and 16th, slight injury was done to 
cotton and potatoes. Cotton picking is well 
advanced in all districts and fthe crop will 
be out by November Ist. Potatoes, ground 
peas and sugarcane are generally in good 
condition. Sorghum is yielding well at most 
points. 

As the end of the cotton picking season 
draws near, the farmers in the central 
section are turning their attention to grain 
sowing and the gathering and housing of 
the corn crop. Although there has been 
light frost in exnosed places, very little, if 
anv. injury has been done. Corn has gen- 
erally turned better than was expected. 
Of oats and rve there will nrohobly he a 
larger acreage sown than last year, but 
verv little change will be made in that of 
wheat. Ground pens are an unnsually large 
cron, and field peas are excellent. 

This week lenves the farmers in eastern 
Cleereia with this vear’s erens all seenred or 
ready to seenre, The nicking of cotton is 
nearly completed and corn has heen abont 
anved. Attention is now heing given to the 
nrenaration of ground for sowing erain. 
The seant eotton cron leaves the farmer 
with few resonrrces this rear. hunt there is 
the one gratifvine facet that debts are reon- 
erally lees. Sneareane, potatoes. turning 
nens and other minnr erons have all trered 
ant well. exeenting the nsval few loeniities 
whare erane have heen hadly tended or 
the weather locally severe. 

Over Half Picked. 

With a cool and dry week cotton picking 
has claimed almost the entire attention of 
the farmers in southwest Georgia. Over 
half of the cotton crop has been removed 
from the field aud the quality is generally 
good, There has been very little grain 
sown up to this date, but indications ure 
that a large acreage will be suwn. Bole 
corn is still in the field, but is being gather- 
ei and stored as rapidly as possipie. ‘The 
yield has been about an average. Corn, 
peas and potatoes are all abundant crops. 

Cool weather has prevailed during the 
past week in south Georgia but not cold 
enough at any time for a frost. Nearly all 
the corn crop is gathered; only a few fields 
are noticed to have any corn at all left in 
them. There is also but little cotton left 
in the fields, the picking of which has been 
going steadily on for weeks. Potatoes are 
being dug and are pretty good both in size 
and quantity. Sugar cane, peas and gar- 
den truck have, with few exceptions, been 
good, full crops, Some oats have already 
been sown, and a’ full crop will tundoubtedly 
be put in if the weather only continues 
seasonable. 

What would have been a prosperous year 
for some planters of southeast Georgia 
turned out only moderately well, owing to 
the terific hurricane of August 27th. The 

» done by the storm is plainly toid 

) Philip D. Cory, crop reporter at 
Keller, in) Bryan county, as follows: “In 
the eastern half of our county up to the 
time of the storm, August 27th, we had 
the best prospect for an all round crop that 
we have had for fifteen years. Then corn 
was blown down in the water and rotted 
badly. Cotton, not only that open, but 
the green and half ripe bolls, also, were 
whipped from the stalks, and even the 
plants were stripped of foliage. Lice par- 
ticularly had been growing well, but the 
high winds threshed out that standing, 
and the part of the crop that was cut was 
injured by the overflow. One planter as- 
sures me that out of an exnected crop of over 
6,000 bushels, he will fall short 3.000. and 
he had none cut at the time of the storm: 
it was simply whipped out by the high 
wind of the hurricane. His fs a fair nyver- 
axe of the damage all along the Oveechee 
river. 

Cendition of Catton. 

A month ago special inquiry was made 
as to the condition of cotton. In com- 
puting the probable yield at that time al- 
lowance was made for the increase of acre- 
age. It has since occurred to me that 
possibly most reporters made such allow- 
ance in their estimates, and inquiry made 
this week proves such to have been the case. 
The weather of the past month has been 
for the most part favorable. As might be 
expected, there has been a slight improrve- 
ment in the northwest and eastern sections, 
whien, nt the time, were in tite lowest con- 
dition, but they still retain their position. 
as having the poorest crop. ‘The gain has 
been more than counterbalanced by loss in 
the southern districts, chieffy from the 
failure of any top crop to develop. Hence 
we find a shortage for the whole state of 
31 per cent, as against 30 per cent reported 


4 month ago. Had the allowance for in- | 


er acreage been omitted, as ought tw 
have been done, the former figures alt 
have indicated a probable increase of yield 
of 40,000. bales over last year's crop instead 
of a hundred thousand as stated.

For the Past Week He Had a Bril- 
liant Engagement. 


STRANGE ROCK THROWING r OAKGROVE 


Mr. W. J. Waite Tells an Interesting Story 
About a Suburban Sensation— De- 
tectives May Be Ualied In. 


a 


In Oak Grove district, near Hammond 
postoflice and just fourteen miles fram the 
city, the little settlement in that section 
has been thoroughly aroused. 

For over a week, there has been some 
rock throwing about the home of George 
T. Reeves, a respected and honest farmer 
of that country, and despite the fact that 
from fifty to 100 armed men have scoured. 
the woods about his home in all directions, 
the mysterious rock throwing continued 
until Monday. 

The neighborhood about the home of 
Reeves has been worked up to such a pitch 
that if the miscreant is aaptured he will 
be dealt with severely by the party eaptur- 
ing him. 

‘Tuesday one week ago a daughter of 
Reeves was out iv the cotton field picking 
cotton. With her was an adopted child of 


Reeves that had been left an orphan. While | 


the two girls were at work a rock fell near 
the daughter of Reeves. She turned to the 
other girl and told her not to throw again. 
TVne otner replied that she had thrown 
no rock. Both girls went Vack -to work, 
but it was not wug belore another rocK 
was thrown. This time it fell near the 
adopted daughter of kKeeves. She became 
angered and demanded of her sister why 
she threw the stone. Her supposed ussall- 
unt denied having thrown the rock. 

Both: girls quarreled for severui minutes 
and returned to their work. Again a rock 
fell by the side of the first girl. She then 
became thoroughly aroused, thinking that 
the girl—her «adopted sister—had only pre- 
tended that a rock had been thrown at 
her in order to find an excuse for throwing 
a second stone. The mother appeared on 
the scene while the renewed quarrel was 
at the hottest, and suggested that some 
negroes in a field a couple of hundred yards 
away might have thrown the rocks. Mrs. 
Reeves then went and began to watch. 
While she was on the alert to discover the 
person throwing the stones, a fourth rock 
fell by the two girls, who were standing 
together. They saw that they had been 
mistaken in accusing each other, and the 
daughter of Reeves called. out for the “cow- 
ard to step in sight.” 

A search failed to reveal the where- 
abouts of any one. That night a number 
of rocks, some weighing as much as a 
pound and a half, were thrown against the 
hovse and upon the roof. 

The next day, Wednesday, 
Reeves was at work — 
fodder. He wns leaning over 
a stack when A heavy stone 
struck him on the shoulder near the neck. 
He looked about him but no one was in 
sicht. A few minutes elansed and a second 
stone fell uear him. This continued for 
some time, and even when Reeves walked 
to his ho.ne rocks fell about him. sometimes 
very nearly striking him. and at times 
falling either behind or in front of. him, 
Again that nicht the honse of Reeves re- 
ceived a bombardment of stones. 

The Neichbors Gat Interested. 


About Thursday the story of the falling 
rocks had been heard in nearly all the set- 
tlement homes, and the curiosity of the peo- 
ple was thoroughly aroused. 

They began to come to the home of 
Reeves and the stones still fell. Some one 
suggested that it was some phenomenon 
of nature, and that the Reeves farm was 
receiving the remnants of the end of a 
comet's tail. 

But this suggestion didn’t go at all. 

Sunday the men of the neighborhood 
gathered at Reeves’s house, armed to the 
teeth. They were all not only determined 
to find out if any one -was throwing the 
stones, but were exceedingly anxious to dis- 
cover what or who it could possibly be. 

Sentinels were posted about the house for 
the distance of a quarter of a mile to watch 
for any suspicious characters. As soon as 
the outposts were established the men 
divided into posses and began to search for 
the embryo David who was casting peb- 
bles around so recklessly. During the time 
that the men were in and about the house 
no rocks dropped or were thrown. 

The men had hardly been gone thirty 
minutes, however, when the stones began to 
fall. First one dropped fairly upon the 
residence of Reeves. Another fell near the 
front porch. A third struck the side of the 
house. Two old men and three or four wo- 
men were at the residence of Reeves, but 
they had no means of cummunicating with 
the armed men. 

Sunday nicht the stones fell again, but 
no one could be discovered. 

Muat Have Reena Raseball Pitcher, 

If there has been only one man casting 
the stones about he must be a well-trained 
man with the sling-shot with plenty of time 
on his hands. 

On day before yesterday morning (Mon- 
day) just about sun-up the throwing com- 
menced with renewed energy and it only 
a@opped at 11 o'clock. What the rock-throw- 
ing Means, or who can be perpetrating it. 
the entire community about the Hammond 
postoffice is in a befuddled condition. An 
effort will be made to get a detective on 
the scene. 

Saw the Rocks Fall), Did Mr. Waits. 

Mr. W. J. Waits was tn the city yes- 
terday and confirmed the reports about the 
rock throwing and told the foregoing story. 
He said: 

“T was in the home of Mr. Reeves when 
the party left to hunt down the rock throw- 
er. Guards were posted about. They had 
been gone about half am hour when four 
rocks fell. I can’t account for it at all, 
but we are pretty badly roused up in the 
neighborhood and we are determined to 
cas the miscreants, whoever they may
